State lawmakers are have pending legislation to ban cell phone use while 
driving. The wording may need input from Hams to change the wording to 
exclude Amateur Radio from the ban. (It is understood that the wording has 
been changed and makes exception for the use of Amateur Radio.)

Secretary Report : Acting Secretary, Cash, KD5SSJ, said that the reading 
be of January meeting should be suspended, not available.

HAM VOLUNTEERS NEEDED 
ADSFE 


The possibility of public health emergencies arising in the United States 
concerns many people in the wake of recent hurricanes, tsunamis, acts of 
terrorism, and the threat of pandemic influenza. Though some people feel 
it is impossible to be prepared for unexpected events, the truth is that 
taking preparedness actions helps people deal with disasters of all sorts 
much more effectively when they do occur. 


CDC's Strategic National Stockpile (SNS) has large quantities of medicine, 
medical supplies and resources to protect the American public if there is 

a public health emergency (terrorist attack, flu outbreak, earthquake) 
severe enough to cause local supplies to run out. Once Federal and local 
authorities agree that the SNS is needed, medicines will be delivered to 
any state in the U.S. within 12 hours. Each state has plans to receive and 
distribute SNS medicine and medical supplies to local communities as 
quickly as possible. 


A key element to the success of dispensing SNS medications and supplies in 
the state of New Mexico is the role of NMserves volunteers. The New 
Mexico Department of Health Bureau of Health Emergency Management and 
‘“NMserves” is currently seeking lay volunteers to be on a SNS Strike force 
team. There will be of four teams, one in each of the following areas: 
Albuquerque, Las Cruces, Roswell and Santa Fe. Each team will consist of 
the following personnel: 


Receiving Staging and Storing (RSS) Managers 
Safety and Security Personnel 

Forklift Operators 

HAM Radio Operators 

Quality Control 

Team Leaders 

Clerical Support 

Inventory Specialists 
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Warehouseman 


Each team member will be required to take some online SNS and ICS training 
courses and must be available for yearly drills. If you are interested in
